Martin Luther Letter 
Has Been Unearthed 


Stockholm, August 
(By mail). 
—An important addition to Lutheriana 
has been made by the discovery in the 
royal archives of a letter written by 
Martin Luther, the reformer, on 
the

immortal 
theses on the church-door in W itten­ 
berg 
The letter is of particular in­ 
terest from the fact that it was di­ 
rected to 
Archbishop 
Albrecht 
of 
Mayence, who was Luther’s immediate 
superior. It contains, like the famous 
these, a strong protest against “traf­ 
ficking in spiritual indulgences.” 
The letter appears first 
to 
have 
been found in a German city by 
a 
Swedish official, who brought it to 
Sweden some time in the seventeenth 
century.

“South of Bryan, five miles, to th e 1 
Agricultural and Mechanical college., 
the road is surfaced with a smooth,1 
bituminous compound 
inviting 
full 
speed and no fears, and south of there, ; 
for a distance of ll miles from Bryan,1 
Is a fine, well kept gravel pike and for j 
about two miles further the road has 
been graded high across depressions, j 
bridged with concrete and is ready 
for a w earing surface, not yet applied. 
From this point to Navasota, fifteen, 
miles through southern Brazos county,1 
the road is wretched beyond the dream 


of nightmares. 
One gully about two 
miles south of Millican is the capsheaf 
of nigh impassable obstacles 
to 
be 
smilingly tackled and overcome. Your 
machine must descend and ascend a 
tortuous path 
between roads 
and 
holes at an angle of from 45 to 75 de­ 
grees. Coing south, having attained a 
point where the angle upward Is less 
than 45 degrees, you strike deep sand 
and stick—unless you foresee your 
predicament and change gears quickly. 
By unloading my auto I inched through 
the sand a little at a time until a 
better character of terra firma was 
reached, and continuing, bumped along 
a crooked trail over rooks and through 
sand, on a low, wooded hillside, until 
a level road was reached, beyond the 
railroad, where the spectacle present­ 
ed itself of a hardened, dry roadway, 
having passageways each side of a 
renter deep rutted in mud during the 
last rain of some time before.

crossing the Navasota river again we 
were in Grimes county. From here to 
the line of Waller county, at^u t ll 
miles, the road is excellent—all praise 
to Navasota.”

impeachment,

guilty on IO of the 21 charges 
pre­ 
ferred against him by the board 
of 
managers of the,house of representa­ 
tives. Of the remaining eleven charg­ 
es, a majority of the senate voted to 
convict on four articles, but the neces­ 
sary two-thirds vote was lacking- 
Hoping to stem the tide wnich the 
past few days was shown to be ris­ 
ing steadily agains thim in the senate, 
the erstwhile governor took the floor 


of the senate in his own behalf and 
for two hours addressed the court Ina 
strong argument. But it proved mere­ 
ly to be bis swansong, his last speech 
as the chief executive of the state. 
Tuesday formal Judgment will 
he 
pronounced by the court of impeach­ 
ment. 
It will be the final chapter in 
the Impeachment proceedings. It may 
be that the governor will ask permis­ 
sion for the privilege of addressing the 
senate. 
Then Governor Will P. Hobby will 
assume active and full charge of the 
office of chief executive.

Were Texas to manufacture all her 
cotton into a finished product, 
me 
people of the state would realize $2,- 
000,000,000 from the crop instead 
of 
the $500,000,000 they receive now. It is, 
of course, impossible at this time 
to 
plan for manfacturiug cotton in Texas 
on so gigantic a scale. But there are 
nearly twenty mills in the state which 
are paying splendid dividends to their 
stockholders. 
More than 
this, 
the 
farmers in each cotton mill center get 
from IO to 20 per cent more for their 
crop than do those who are 
remote 
from all milling activities. 
Each sin­ 
gle mill, established, therefore, means 
large profits to all concerned. 
Regarding the need for cotton man­ 
ufacturing in the Brazos 
valley, 
the 
Bryan Eagle says: 
Texas cotton mills sftm to be pros­ 
pering and they are slowly growing in 
number. The more there are the more 
labor there will be for them and there 
will be a greater demand on the tex 
tile department of the Texas Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical college, which, 
we are told unofficially, the 
authori­ 
ties are contemplating abolishing 
t 
cause of the lack of students. 
Only j 
fourteen were enrolled during the past 
session and there was not a grauuate I 
in the department. Cotton is the big 
crop of the south and the department 
was organized 
in the 
hope that 
ti 
would stimulate capital to enlist 
In 
the building of cotton mills and fur­ 
nish capable superintendents to take 
charge of them. If it has had any ef­ 
fect in that direction it has been of a 
pioneer character aud has not develop­ 
ed much of the real thing yet. Growth 
has been slow* and will continue to he 
slow until southern capital finds 
it 
necessary to seek investment in other 
than 8 and IO per cent notes secured 
by chattel mortgages. 
The south, at least the strictly agri­ 
cultural t>ortion of it, has never given 
much thought to manufactures beyona 
cotton oil mills. 
It knows nothing 
about it. with the result that the boys 
who go to the textile schools find lit­ 
tle encouragement either 
to 
enter, 
continue their studies or engage 
in 
their chosen line of work after they 
graduate. 
Aud yet cotton mills, we 
understand, rank well as profitable un* | 
dertakingg when rightly managed, just ■ 
as any other rightly managed institu 
tion does.
